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PURTELLE SUBMITS ORDINANCE 
FOR COMPREHENSIVE SUBWAY. 


But He Fails to Tell Where He Expects 
to Get the Necessary $100,000,000 
to Construct Tubes. 


Eugene Purtelle, with an office at 1602 Fort 
Dearborn building, yesterday sent a draft 
of an ordinance for a comprehensive subway 
system to the local transportation commit- 
tee. The system outlined is much like that 
recommended by the harbor and subway 
commission: Where Mr. Purtelle expects to 
get the necessary $100,000,000 or more with 
which to do the construcfing remains his 
secret. When it was rumored some time ago 
that Mr. Purtelle hed obtained French 
capital, Mayor Harrison referred to the pro- 
posal as the “ cabaret subway.” 

Mr. Purtélle asserts in his letter that his 
backers, if announced, would be subjected 
to attack from large interests. 

“Tf, however,” continues his letter, you 
desire evidence of the bona fides of our prop- 
osition, we will furnish such a preliminary 
bond as you may require, evidencing good 
faith and conditioned in such manner which 
will satisfy your committee of our good 
faith.“

Attorney General Finds Only

| UNIONS ASSURE REFORM. 


Labor Men Construe Opinion as 
Showing Friendly Atti- 
tude of Wilson. 


New York, March 17.—[Special.]—Having 
considered all the evidence gathered by the 
federal grand jury of this district in its in- 
vestigation of the Allied Printing Trades 
council of New York, Attorney General Mo- 
Reynolds has inetructed United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Marshall that there ie only one 
allegation in the complaint upon which the 
government can proceed against the council 
for violation of the Sherman law. 

Mr, Marshall, with the consent of the at- 
torney general, discuesed the matter with 
Abram I. Elkus, attorney for the union in- 
terests, today, and received the promise of 
the latter that he would advise his clients to 
abandon the alleged boycotting practice to 
which the department of justice takes excep- 
tion. If the union men take this advice it 
will forestall the possibility of a dissolution 
suit, as the attorney general has left it en- 
tirely to the discretion of Mr. Marshall 
whether such a suit ig necessary to put a 
stop to the practice. 

In any event, however. the federal authori- 
ties have no intention of prosecuting the 
council criminally.

IN OUR FOREIGN SERVICE. 

President Wilson may regard Ambassa- 
der Page, whom he sent to Great Britain, 
as one of his “fortunate” appointments. 
It is, we think, within Mr. Page's posei- 
bilities to be cautious, tactful, and judi- 
cious. If it does not happen that he al- 
ways is it may be ascribed to the tempta- 
tions of after-dinner oratory. Mr. Page 
seems to be convinced that an after-dinner 
wpeech is inevitably the occasion for an 
important pronouncement upon American 
policy. 

Caution might teach him that such oc 
casions are dangerous, but seemingly he is 
taught nothing. He will have his say at 
any time upon any topic. 

Nevertheless Mr. Page was an appointee 
tor whom Mr, Wilson needed to offer no 
apologies, and yet he causes the admin 
tration pain and embarrassment. When 
President Wilson observes how much 
trouble may be made by a man who guards 
himself against making any, he might give 
more serious consideration to conditions 
for which he or Sec. Bryan is responsible 
im the American diplomatic service. 

Friends of Mr. Bryan say that the sec- 
retary of state must not be held account- 
able for what hae been done to our foreign 
service. Mr. Bryan, upon whom the re- 
sponsibility has been placed, has not been 
responsible, they say. Mr. Bryan is a poli- 
ticlan. Mr. Wilson hes not been one long, 
if he is one now. The disregard of public 
service for political advantage might fall 
more easily within Mr. Bryan’s possibili- 
ties than within Mr. Wileon’s, one would 
gay, but nothing could be done to the m- 
pairment of the diplomatic service with- 
out the president’s consent or passive sub- 
acription. Therefore, directly or indirectly, 
Mr. Wilson must be held responsible. 

It Mr. Page, exercising tact, can cause 
trouble, what may President Wilson expect 
gooner or later from the inexperienced and 
probably incompetent men whom he has 
gent or allowed to be sent to less conspicu- 
ous posts? 

What they may day or what they may 
do may be acutely embarrassing, but what 
is apt to become disastrous is the destruc 
tion of the merit syetem in the service. The 
present edministration has discharged men 
who have given years to the foreign service, 


men who have grown in value as they gained | 


pla and of no promise for the future. 
. The effect of this discouragement upon 


t who were training themselves for for- 


eign service is almost beyond calculation. 
It is not an injury which can be corrected 
easily or quickly. The men removed take 


“with them their experience. The men who 


take their places must, even if they be 
competent, wait their time and learn, and 
they have no assurance that they in turn 
will not go out when they have become val- 


unable. 


BACK TO THE PEOPLE. 

A woman writer left New York recently 
to go back to the village where she was born. 
She was going there, she said, not in search 
of atmosphere, as some of her literary 
friends supposed, but just to live. Nor 
was she going beck to her people to “ uplift ” 
them, as others of her city friends thought. 
The people back there in the valley, this 
woman asserted, were practicing the ten 
commandments faithfully, and it would be 
a travesty to speak of uplifting them. She 
rather hoped to be uplifted by them. The 
attitude which this woman takes towards 
her people back home is exceedingly whole 
gome, exceedingly refreshing, and, inci- 
dentally, is the best way to get atmosphere. 
Many others of our popular writers and 
novelists might well follow this woman's 
lead. They might well go back to the 
people, not with the uplift, “ holier than 
thou attitude with which they now come 
not to study them, observe them, but 
just to live among them, be ons ot them. It 
would do them good. 

The major part of the popular fiction of 
today has lost nearly every connection with 
real life. The average story or novel deals 
with unreal people and describes unreal sit- 
uations. ‘The advice to the writers to go 
out and live among the people might also be 
given to the editors and publishers of fiction, 
especially to our magazine editors. At pres- 
ent these editors seem to be printing their 
magazines for the taste and approval not 
of the public but of each other.

CANAL DISEASE EXAMPLE. 
E hear a great deal about the com 


pox, but the control of malaria 

was better than we had anticipated. We 

tolerate so much malaria at home that some- 

how we thought the canal people would 

put up with it. They refused and, refusing, 

2 another record for our army sanitar- 
ns. 

In our satisfaction with the control of 
malaria we overlook some other records 
made on the isthmus. Typhoid fever caused 
the death of 90 of the 39,000 workers in 
1907; in 1918 it caused the death of but 
4 of the 56,000 workers. This was a typhoid 
death rate of about 7. Some of the 
cleanest, healthiest cities in the U 
States had a typhoid rate twice as high. 


N — 

In the northern part of the United States 
dysentery among grown people is of no con- 
sequence. In the southern this ie not 
true. The people of the south are greatly 
interested in knowing that the isthmian 
authorities succeeded in controling dysen- 
tery. The number of deaths from dysentery 
in 1906 was 69; in 1913 it was 6. 

In 1906, of the 26,000 workers on the 
canal, 413 died of pneumonia. In 1918, of 
the 56,000 only 47 died of this disease. The 
pneumonia rate of the isthmian workers 
last year was not much more than a third 
that of the good people who enjoyed all the 
blessings of life end liberty in the city of 
Chicago. 

These figures appear the more remarkable 
when we remember that these canal work- 
men were one-fifth white men and four- 
fifths negroes, and Barbados and Jamaica 
negroes at that. 

Among the white people from the United 
States, 37 died from disease during the 
year 1913. Running down the death 
register I find that only six died from pre- 
ventable disease—one from typhoid; one 
baby from summer complaint; one from 
pneumonia, three from malaria. 

— 


We took good care of those of our people 
who ventured down to Panama to help dig 
the canal. We did not take as good care or 
anywhere near as good care of the people 
who remained at e 

The isthmian rd shows that the em- 
ployés are leaving the isthmus at the rate 


of 4,000 a month. We may say the record 


is closed. No epidemic of any sort has pre- 
vailed. No violently contagious disease has 
disturbed the people. The death rates have 
been phenomenally low. The workers have 
worked at high efficiency. 

When will it occur to the governor of 
some state or the mayor of some city that he 
ought to do as well by hie people as Uncle 
Sam did by the canal diggers?

or was represented at the funeral in 
Paris, the other Jay, of the New York 
woman who styled herself Princess 
Amelie of Bourbon, but who was not 
recognized as such by any of the monarch- 
ical courts or royal houses of Europe. . 

A New York girl of the name of Marie 
Amelie Hamel, whose people were of Ger- 
man origin, she was able, however, to point 
to the fact that she styled herself Primcess 
of Bourbon by virtue of a decree of the 
French courts of justice. 

Curiously enough, she took no part what- 
soever in securing this decision. It arose in 
connection with a suit brought by her dead 
husband's brother, Prince Philippe of Bour- 
bon, against the estate of his mother, to 


upset her will. 
— 


His mother, a sister of Dom Pedro, last em- 
peror of Brazil, was known as the Countess 
of Aquila, and when she died she be- 
queathed the bulk of her fortune to the only 
daughter of her eldest son, Prince Louis 
Ferdinand of Bourbon, by his marriage with 
Marie Amelie Hamel of New York. 

The old Countess of Aquila refrained from 
bequeathing a penny piece either to her eld- 
est son or to his American wife, because they 
were judicially separated, and the prince 
was terribly in arrears with his alimony, 
besides having numerous judgments against 
him which could not be executed, owing to 
his being entirely dependent upon his mother. 

If she left her money to his daughter 
rather than to himself it was so that neither 
his wife nor any of his other creditors could 
attach it. The prince made his home with 
hie daughter, who undertook to provide for 
her father’s welfare. 

— 

After the prince’s death his brother Phil- 
ippe attacked this will and attempted to se- 
cure the annulment of the legacy to his niece 
on the ground that Prince Louis Ferdinand’s 
marriage had been at the best but a mor- 
ganatic union and had been contracted with- 
out that consent of his parents which, until 
quite recently, has been requisite in France 
in order to render a marriage valid in the 
eyes of the law. 

However, in 1910, the Supreme court in 
Faris decided that there were no such things 
as morganatic unions in France; that a mar- 
riage was either a full-fledged matrimonial 
alliance, or it was nothing at all; while as 
for the contention that the union of Prince 
Louis Ferdinand did not have the consent 
of his parents, the fact that his mother had 
bequeathed the larger share of her fortune 
to one of his children by this marriage con- 
stituted convincing evidence that it had en-

him, and whose son died as the Comte de 
Chambord.

By his marriage with Amy Brown, the Duc 
de Berry had three sons and two daughters. 
The first and second sons, John and Robert, 
were, for some mysterious reason, registered 
under the name of Freeman, and grew up 
under the care of their mother’s father, the 
clergyman, as Protestants and as English 
subjects, whereas the third son, George, as 
well as the two daughters, were reared by 
the duke’s French relatives as Roman Cath- 
olics and French citizens. 


~~ 

The story of the two little girls is well 
known. When the Duc de Berry was fatally 
wounded at the Opera, he sent for them, and 
confided them to his uncle, Louis XVIII., 
and to his royal wife, the Duchesse de Berry, 
who adoptea them. 

One of them, created Comtesse d’Issoudun, 
married Prince Ferdinand de Faucigny-Lu- 
cinge, whose grandson, Prince Aymon, led to 
the altar last year Caroline Reynolds of 
Waltham, Mass., the exceedingly wealthy 
widow of the late Joseph Stickney of New 
York. 

The other girl, Louise, created Comtesse 
de Vierzon, became the wife of Baron 
Athanasius de Charette, whose son, the late 
Gen. de Charette, married Miss Mary Polk 
of Nashville, Tenn:, and whose grandson, 
Antoine, the present chief of the house of 
Charette, has also an American wife in the 
person of the daughter of James W. Hen- 
ning of Kentucky and New York.

Their brother George received no title 


. whatever, was brought up under the name of 


George Brown, and died without issue in 1883 
at Mantes tn the enjoyment of a considerable 
allowance from his royal half-brother, the 
Cemte de Chambord. 

The eldest of the Duc de Berry’s sons, 
hawever, by Amy Brown, known as John 
Freeman, after serving in the English navy 
up to the rank of commander, married at 
Berne, at the English legation, a Mile de 
Blonay, sister of Baron William de Blonay, 
who was the chief of one of the most ancient 
and illustrious families of the Swies canton 
de Vaud. The castle of Blonay, about three 
miles from Montreux on the slope of the 
mountains that surround the Lake of Ge- 
neva, is familiar to transatlantic tourists 
and is most picturesque. 

The Blonays are imbued with much fam- 
ily pride and would not permit the marriage 
of any daughter of their house to Command- 
er John Freeman of the royal navy until 
they had satisfied themselves in the most 
positive manner that he was, at any rate 
according to English law, a legitimate son 
of the Duc de Berry and of Amy Brown, 
bern in lawful and ecclesiastical wedlock. 

Commander John Freeman died in 1866 at 
Zurich, leaving six children, three of whom 
now survive. The eldest, John, married to 
Mile, de Szamere, makes his home in Italy.

KING GUSTAVE OF SWEDEN ILL;

protection of Americans and other foreigners 
in Mexico by the editorial which appeared 
yesterday in Taw CurcaGo TRIBUND. 

The editorial was read by the president and 
other administration officials and by sene- 
tore and members of the house. Following 
the cabinet meeting it was announced that 
the president would continue to observe his 
policy of “ watchful waiting.” 


Nevertheless, there is a strongend growing |, 


sentiment, partioularly in the senate, in favor 
of a course which will safeguard the lives and 
property of Americans and other foreigners. 


Think Patience at End. 

Senators feel they have been patient in thelr 
attitude toward the administration and Men- 
ico. They have been willing to give the presi- 
dent and Secretary Bryan every poesible 
chance to work out a solution which would be 
satisfactory to the Mexican people and the 
United States. 

But month after month has passed without 
any tangible results in the direction of peace 
flowing from the administration's course. On 
the other hand, the policy, in their judgment, 
has not only been futile but has excited the 


view throughout Mexico that the United 


States is timid and irresolute. 


Benton Affair an Example. 

A case in poirit is that of William S. Benton, 
the British ranch owner, who was killed at 
Juarez a month ago. According to informa- 
tion received at the state department today 
Benton sought Villa's permission to send 
some cattle from Chihuahua to Texas, offer- 
ing In return to obtain arms and ammunition 
for the constitutionalists. 

During a discussion over the terme of the 
arrangement a quarrel occurred. Benton was 
killed not by a revolver shot, as previously 
reported, but by knife wounds. After death 
the body was mutilated in an unspeakable 
manner. 

Secretary Bryan will do nothing further 
about the Benton case until he hasthe report 
of the Carranza commission 


Realizes Cost of Intervention. 

Congress is reluctant to direct intervention 
in Mexico. It realizes that such action 
would cause a long and costly war. But it 
does believe that if the administration would 
adopt a firm policy, if it would notify Huerta, 
Villa, Carranza, and the other brigands that 
if they touch another American citizen, they 
will be punished, and that steps will be taken 
by the United States to protect its own citi- 
gens, the situation would clarify to some ex- 
tent. 

If intervention should come it would be 
American and not joint intervention. Con- 
gress will not toletate a general invitation 
to Europe to assist this government in set- 
tling a purely American question

BOTH ARMIES REINFORCED. 


Federals Said to Have Timed Battle 
with Flanking Movement. 


Juarez, Mex., March 17.—Heavy fighting, 
with the rebels hard pressed. was reported 
here tonight. 4 force of federals is said 
yesterday to have met the Zaragosa brigade 
of Gen. Villa’s army; 1,300 veterans under 
Gen. Benavides, at Escalon, an important 
railroad town 100 miles north of Torreon. 
The federal forces are reported to have 
driven the rebels back. This is believed to 
account for the sudden departure from Chi- 
huahua last night of Gen. Francisco Villa, 


It ie assumed that Villa brought up rein- 
forcements today and, both sides having been 
reinforced, the yong is reported to have 


placed the federal force under Gen. Refugio 
Velasco at 7,000 to 9,000, and up to recently 
added that he was rapidly being reinforced. 


The railroad from Torreon runs north 
through Escalon to Jiminez, Chihuahua, and 
beyond. On each side of the road are moun- 
ta'ns. These for ten miles are marked with 
rifle pits dug in previous revolutions. It is 
reported that the federals, whose numbers 
are not known, moved out of Torreon in two 
detachments pursuant to orders from Prov!i- 
sional President Huerta. 

One detachment is said to have moved over 
the plains west of the railroad, with the 
mountains between it and the road, while the 
main body went directly by rail to Escalon. 

The eastern detachment evidently was try- 
ing to get in Villa's rear, as it was moving in 
the direction of Jiminez, which is fifty-five 
miles north of Escalon. 

Gen. Urbina of the Constitutionalist forces, 
however, had been posted at Rosario to guard 
against such strategy. He is said to have 
encountered the advance guard of the fed- 
erals at or near that city, which is about 110 
miles west of Jiminez, last Saturday.

“There are no bands of crooks in China as 
there are in this country,” said Mr. Miller.

The same law applies to the women, and the 


result is that crime is discouragea. There is. 
only one penalty for a host of offenses and that 


is death.”

Want Child Labor Laws 
Extended and Enforced. 


EW ORLEANS, La., March 17.—Laws gov- 

erning the ages at which children may 

work should be more generally extended 

to the “child „ in the opinion 

of. delegates to the tenth annual child 

labor conference here today. In this class were 
placed newsboys, bootblacks, and peddlers. 

Speakers at today’s session declared too many 

laws provide that children shall not be em- 

ployed nder certain conditions, but do not af- 

fect t “child merchant,” who often has no 


employer.

Today's session was devoted to discussion of 
enforcing child labor laws through work * 
mits provided for in statutes of a majority of 


states.

SUIT IS NOT CONTESTED. 


Newport, R. I., March 17.—Mrsa. Blade Whe- 
len Goelet, prominent in society in New York 
and this city, wae granted a divorce today 
from Robert Goelet on the ground of extreme 
cruelty. By mutual agreement, the terme of 
which were not made public, both are to have 
custody of their older son, Ogden, who is 6 
years old.

The testimony shows the contine- 
ous use of insulting, vulgar, and abusive lan- 
guage by Goelet toward his wife, accompa- 
nied by numerous petty acts to annoy and 
embarrass her and accomplishing this result. 
The effect has been, according to the testi- 
mony, a serious impairment of her health, 
and the conditions fully warrant granting 
this divoros.“

It is the judgment of your 3 that 
the power of the house to expel or punish 
by censure a member for misconduct occur- 
ring before his election or ina preceding or 
former congress is sustained by the practices 
of the house, sanctioned by reason and sound 
policy, and in extreme cases is absolutely es- 
sential to enable the house to exclude from 
its deliberations and councils notoriously 
corrupt men. 

“This extraordinary prerogative should 
be exercised only in extreme cases and al- 
ways with great caution and should be in- 
voked with greater caution where the acts of 
misconduct complained of had become public 
previous to dnd were generally known a“ 
the time of the member’s election. To exer- 
cise such power in that instance, the house 
might exceed the limitations of its constitv- 
tional authority by seeking to substitute its 
own standards and ideals for the standards

„ We submit herewith a proposed bill, the 
purpose of which is to regulate lobbying be- 
fore either house of congress.” 

The bill contains the following provisions: 

The senate and house shall maintain legis- 
lative dockets on which shail be registered 
the names of lobbyists and their employers 
and the measures in which they are inter- 
ested. 

Lobbyists shall not give any service except 
the making of arguments before committees 
and shall not accept compensation contingent 
upon the passage or defeat of legislation. 

Lobbyists and their employers shall file 
with each house itemized expense accounts at 
the close of each session setting forth all ex- 
penditures in connection with theiractivities. 

Lobbyists shall not attempt to influerice per- 
sonally the votes of individual members on 
pending legisiation. 

Lobbyists and their employers shall not 
make any gift, campaign contribution, or 
loan to any member or candidate for a seat in 


congress.

LOSS NEARLY $1,000,000. 


Girls Lose $100.000 Worth of 
Personal Property; Chi- 
cago Pupils Forced to 
Leave for Home. 


Wellesiey, Mass., March 17.—Perfect disci- 
pline, coolness, and bravery on the part of 
students and faculty members prevented loss 
of life or injury when College hall, the oldest 
of the Wellesley college buildings, was 
burned today. 

The hundred and fifty young women stu- 
dents, fifty instructors, and fifty maids were 
in their beds when the fire was discovered. 
Every one was saved, and none of the scores 
who marched in an orderly procession 
through smoke filled hallways suffered so 
much as a scratch. 

The building was left a blackened shell by 
the fames. Within its crumbled walle was 


this amount $100,000 was the estimated value 
of the personal property of the residents, 
nearly all of whom left in scanty attire. 
Iouls K. Morse, treasurer of the board of 
‘trustees, said tonight that the college would 
recover perhaps $600,000 of its logs through 
Insurance. 


Will Erect New Building. 

Miss Ellen Fits Pendieton, president of the 
institution, said: 

“ Although we have not as yet made any 
definite plans to rebuild College hall, we 
shall, of course, erect another structure in 
th» near future.” 

On account of the fire the entire college 
was ordered closed until April 7, the end of 
the regular Easter recess. Nearly 1,000 of 
the 1,300 young women had left for their 
homes tonight. Many who had rooms in Coi- 
lege hall went in borrowed clothing. All of it 
did not match and fit as well as its wearers 
desired, but they departed with laughing 
farewells, little depressed by their experi- 


ence. 


Praises Courage of Students. 

President Pendleton took occasion to praise 
“the sanity and courage shown by the u- 
dents in leaving the burning building” as 
extraordinary.“ 

“ Never before.“ she said, has there been 
such a fire, with similar conditions, without 
a loss of life or injury to some one. The 
obedience to the fire drill was a credit to the 
college. There were no screams or cries 
heard, and this in itself showed perfect and 
marvelous control.” 


CHICAGO GIRLS DUE TODAY. 

Chicago students who have been forced te 
leave for home because of the fire are er. 
pected to arrive in the city this afternoon. 

About forty girls from Chicago and the 
suburbs were students at the college.

Butter and egg prices at Chicago yesterday 
touched new low levels for the season, egg 
values undergoing a downward revision of 2c 
a dozen, while butter declined 4c a pound. A 
drop of 2c a pound in New York prices wae 
instrumental in causing a lower market for 
butter here, while increased arrivals were 
responsible for the break in eggs. Receipts 
for the day were 14,282 cases of eggs and 
5,971 tubs of butter. Eggs met with a good 
demand at the decline, but the butter trade 


continued sluggish and weak. 

Potato prices held at Monday's decline of 2c a 
bushel, but the trade was extremely dull at the 
prices and fresh receipts of 50 care did not find a 
complete clearance.
